THE RESOLUTIONS FOR THE RELIEF 

OF THE SOUTH. 
The joint resolution for the relief of the 
destitute in the Southern and South- 
western States, does not contain @ spe- 
cific appropriation for one million dol- 
lars as originally proposed, but was 
passed in the following form : 

That the secretary of war be and 
hereby is and directed to 
issue supplies of food sufficient to prevent 
starvation and extreme want to any and 
all classes of destitute and helpless per- 
sons of the people in these southern 
er southwestern states, where failure 
of the crops and other causes have 
occasioned widespread destitution; 
that the issue be made through 
freedmen’s bureau under such regula- 
tions as the secretary of war shall pre-

manage their affairs as if the currency 
was still being expanded. There are 
more examinations of banks in the inte- 
rior and in neighboring cities than is 
agreeable, and, in consequence, a greater 
inclination to be ready for these inquisi- 
tive callers.

RADICALIS&. 

Radicalism is neither indigenous to the 
North American continent, or & new 
production of the teeming nineteenth 
century. Fertile of curses, and itself the 
poisonous fruit of the knavery of a few 
who lead, using the passions and follies 
of the many who follow, it first attained 
supreme dominion in France, in 1793, 
when that National Cenvention gov- 
erned, in which Danton and RoneEs- 
PIFRRE were leaders, which established 
the Revolutionary Tribunai, and which 
the Congress of part of the United States 
ia sedulously imitating. 

Now, as then, the despotism of organ- 
ized rascality pretends to an extraordi- 
nary zeal for human liberty and the wel- 
fare of the people. In the 
the National Convention to the French, 
on the subject of the coalition of the 
Kings against the Republic, written by 
IsxaRp, and adopted by the Conven- 
tion on the 23d of February, 17938, these 
glorifications preceded anarchy, scoun- 
dreliem dominant, and the succeeding 
Consulate and Empire: 

“Tf you conquer, 
tyrants; the peoples embrace each other, 
and ashamed of their long error, extin- 
guish forever the torch of war; you are 
proclaimed the Saviours of the country, 
the Founders of the Republic, the Re- 
generators of the Universe ; the Nation, 
owing everything to you, loads you with 
blessings. 


‘“ And you who may die on the field of 


honour, nothing shall equal your glory ! 
Tbe grateful country will take care of 
your families, willengrave your names 
on brass, will cut them in marble; or, 
rather, they be» lastingly en- 
graved on the frontispiece of the grand 
edifice of the liberty of the world. The 
generations, reading them, will say: 
Herc ace those French heroes who broke 
the chains of the human rate, and 
lahoured for our good before we were 
born! 

“Fortunate France! Such are the 
lofty destinies that open before thee! 
Far from being astonished at their 
grandeur, fulfill them heroically; let 
History findin fits annals nothing re- 
sembling thy triumphs; efface at a blow 
all the gloricsof the Republics of Greece 
and Rome; effect more in one year under 
the reign of liberty, than thou hast done 
in fourteen centuries under the rule of 
Kings! Let the foreigner speak of thy 
Republic only with respect, and. the 
Freneb citizen only with admirotion ! 

‘* For us, firm at our post, we. promise 
to set the example of civism, of courage, 
of devotedness : “we will imitate, if peed 
be, those Roman Senators who awaited 
death on the eurale chairs. You are told 
that we are divided. Do net believe it! 
If our opinions differ, our sentiments are 
the same; differing as to the means, we 
aim at thesame end. Our deliberations 
= - = How can we 
help being animated, in discussing inter- 
ests so great! It is our passions for the 
(jood that so agitate us; but once the 
decree is rendered, the noise ends, and 
the law remains.’’ 

The events of succeeding years were a 
sufficient commentary upon these glori- 
fications, so similar to those of Radical- 
ism over the emancipation of the ne- 
groes and the crushing out of political 
liberty in the South. 

On the Sth of February, 1793, a petition 
from these predecessors of American 
Radicalism, ‘‘ the Society of the Defend- 
ers of the Republic, sitting at the Jaco- 
bins of the Street Saint-Honore, to the 
National Convention, demauded the 
liberation of certain patriots ef Meaux 
who had assassinated a number of aris- 
tocrats. ‘“‘Such events,’’ they said, 
** would be deplorable in peaceful times ; 
but in the bosom of a stormy 
revolution, as the sequel of a bloody 
insurrection, may they not be excused ? 
lf morality condemns them, policy 

justifies them; and so it will always be, 
when inetead of acting for, action is had 
against the people, which in its first ven- 
geance may err; and, as one of your 
members, IsNARD, has said, popular 
revenges are a supplement of the silence 
of the lawa;, * We ought to ebey the 
law, no doubt; but if the law is wrong, 
we bave the right of reclamation against 
it, and to invoke the supreme law. 
which is the safety of the people.”’ It is 
the same plea that now justifies the vio- 
lation of the Constitution and the estab. 
lishment of Military Despotism. “ With 
how much more reason,’’ said JAMBON 
SAINT ANDRE, in the debate on this pe- 
tition, “‘ought you not to pardon men 
whose hands are, itis true, stained with 
blood, but whose imtentions were pure.” 
Aye! pure as the intentions of Tennes- 
see Kadicalism, in preparing the instru-
